One of the thirty-six piers that hold 
back the field of potential destruction 
gave way during the night and a crew 
of tw elve expert jam workers was put 
to work Friday trying to alleviate the 
danger. 
A great I eld of logs, upwards of a 
mile wide, lying 
crosswise and iii>- 
ended, reaches back two miles from 
the booms at Camden 
Place, North 
Minneapolis. 
The great mass extends 
to the bottom of the river and in some 
places is as high as twenty feet above 
the surface. M athematics cannot. com­ 
pute what a terrible test is being ap­ 
plied to the thirty-six piers that hold 
the log jam. 
Neither can the force 
he computed of this mighty mass of 
logs rushing down the river before the 
torrent of water that 
they now hold 
hack. If the boom should break while 
the boats are fighting back the jam 
the fate of tho mc ii at work would be 
terrible, grinding death iii the wreck­ 
age of the jam and the crash of the 
million logs.

who a decade ago were given the full­ 
est opportunity to test and exploit their 
theories, or the colorless results of the 
extensive campaign of bombardment 
as a protection against hail, which has 
long been conducted iii southern Eu­ 
rope, do not convince the credulous. 
Government meteorologists are not 
alone iii the denunciation of the fal­ 
lacies, absurdities and pernicious ef­ 
forts of so called long range forecasts. 
Professor Young, probably tin* fore­ 
most American astronomer, speaking 
of lunar influences, points out that the 
frequency of the moon’s changes is so 
great that it is always easy to find in­ 
stances by which to verify a belief that 
changes of the moon control conditions 
on the earth. 
A change of the moon 
necessarily occurs about once a week. 
All changes of the weather must, there­ 
fore, occur within 
three and three- 
fourths days of a change of the moon, 
and one-half of all changes ought to oc­ 
cur within forty-six hours of a change 
Iii the moon even if there were no 
causal connection whatever. 
Now, it 
requires only a very slight predisposi­ 
tion iii favor of a belief in the effective­ 
ness of the moon’s changes to make 
one forget a few of the changes that 
occur too far from the proper time. 
Unquestionably there Is a general de­ 
sire for an extension of the range of 
forecasts to cover the near future and, 
if possible, the coming season. 
Some of the ablest scientists of the 
United States anil Europe have devoted 
much time and labor to the study of 
this problem. 
They have consulted 
weather records of all countries, tak­ 
ing note of the dates of heavy storms 
ami making comparison with the posi­ 
tion of the moon and planets to deter­ 
mine if there Is any discoverable con­ 
nection between tho allurement of those 
minor bodies and the sweep of storm 
eddies in the earth’s atmosphere. 
The 
consensus of opinion has been that 
there is no foundation of fact or philos 
oph.v for that system of long range fore­ 
casts. 
Students in 
the primary class in 
meteorology learn that the ever chang­ 
ing phenomena of the weather are all 
referable to the action of the sun up 
on the earth and its atmosphere, va­ 
pors 
and gases; that tho constantly 
radiated energy of the sun supports 
heat, light anil electric force in the 
solar system. 
The libraries of the United States 
weather bureau contain the substance 
and much of the detail of all that is 
-known of weather wisdom, ancient anil 
modern, and tin* scientists of this bu 
roan certainly are familiar with the es 
settee of this knowledge. 
Those who 
are 
iii a 
position to know are well 
aware that every possible, effort is be 
ing made to extend our knowledge of 
the laws that control weather eondi 
tlons and meanwhile 
to give to those 
who nn> vitally coneerned Hie 
most 
trustworthy Information obtainable. It 
is a matter of common experience that 
the notable success of some cominer 
elal article of merit is sure to flood 
the market with spurious goods of the 
same class, which unscrupulous von 
dors spread before tin* indiscriminat­ 
ing public. 
The rapid strides of the 
United States weather bureau in re­ 
cent 
years 
toward 
popular 
favor 
through tin* widespread dissemination 
of the forecasts a service made pos­ 
sible largely by the phenomenal spread 
of the telephone and the development 
of the rural delivery service have ap­ 
parently given a new inqH'tus to un- 
orient! IU*, not to say unscrupulous, fore­ 
casts. based upon some theory of cy­ 
cles or of planetary control. 
The problem of seasonal forecasts is 
receiving at the hands of the ablest 
and lutist painstaking students of both 
continents a comprehensive considera­ 
tion that is certain to be fruitful and 
far reaching in its ultimate results. 
So important and so pressing Is the 
work aud so promising is tIn* field that 
the chief of the w> a thor bureau is 
building and equipping a large observ­ 
atory. wherein the hest talent available 
will soon be employed to study the in­ 
tricate and profound problems of tile 
atmosphere, 
w h o se solution promises 
Improvement over pri'sunt methods arid 
results In forecasting mid may lead in 
time to seasonal predictions on a truly 
scientific basis.

Days with Broken Le£ 


WAS REMOVED TO ST. JOSEPH’S 


And 
Managers of 
Circus Are 


Made 
to Put 
Up Coin to 


Cover the Expense 


One of the most inhuman episodes 
that has been given place in the cata­ 
gories of human interest stories for some 
time, was brought to light yesterday 
when the Norris & Rowe circus was in 
the city. 
While switching in the yards 
yesterday Hugh Breason, a well known 
switchman bumped a line of the circus 
cars, and his attention was attracted to 
one of the cars by the sound of noise as 
though some one was in pain. 
Open in­ 
vestigation he discovered a man lying 
on the floor of an old stock car, in a 
filthy condition and upon further in­ 
quiry was horrified to learn that tho 
man had broken his leg on Fourth of 
July morning at Fergus Falls and had 
lain in the car since then without medi­ 
cal care and with barely enough to eat 
to subsist on. 
The car was near the Northern Pa­ 
cific shops and the men working at the 
shops sought the man at the noon hour 
and proceeded to see what they could 
do for him. They divided their lunches 
with him and brought him something 
to drink. The man was half starved 
and was in horrible condition. 
B. W. Talcott, of T h e D i s p a t c h , who 
happened to be in the vincinity took the 
matter up and called Dr. Batcheller anti 
ordered the man moved to St. Joseph’s 
hospital. 
The managers of the circus were then 
seen and told that they would have to 
see to it that the money for the care of 
the poor unfortunate was forthcoming. 
At first they did not savor the proposi­ 
tion of being told where to “head in 
but they finally went over to St. Joseph's 
hospital and put up the necessary coin 
to cover all expenses that might be in­ 
curred in the care of the man, which 
was 875. 
According to the story of the young 
man, whose name is Herbert Cl. Mattoon, 
he was injured on Fourth of July morn­ 
ing while they were putting up the big 
canvas at Fergus Falls. He was thrown 
into the stock car and little or no atten­ 
tion paid to him. 
He had had but little 
to eat and was nearly dying from thirst, 
but that did not make any difference to 
the management or tho men. 
They 
simply ignored the whole matter, think­ 
ing he was only hurt slightly, and were 
somewhat dumfounded when they learn­ 
ed that the man s leg was broken. 
Mattoon lives at Kansas City and it is 
quite likely that he will go to his home 
there after he gets out of the hospital 
as he has had his till of circus life.

Asbury Park, N. J., July 8.— A crowd 
of 30,coo persons, which turned out to 
welcome President 
Roosevelt, made 
Friday, the closing day of the Nation­ 
al Educational association convention, 
the most impressive of all the great 
educational meetings. 
The duties of the rich w as the sub­ 
ject matter of the speech which the 
president delivered to the educators.

a certain

used their 
riches aright, who 
have 
shown good conduct in acquiring it, 
and not merely lavish generosity in 
disposing of it." 
Although it was the last day of the 
convention, the president found 12,000 
delegates, nearly 
all schoolteachers, 
waiting to hear his first speech, which 
was made in Ocean Grove auditorium.

At 
the close 
of this address 
the 
president 
partly 
retraced his 
way 
through the crowds who had welcomed 
him outside but who had been unable 
to secure admission to the auditorium 
and at a previously chosen spot where 
the overflow crowd had concentrated 
he made a second speech from his car­ 
riage 
in the 
open air 
to ail 
even 
greater crowd than in doors. 
His sec­ 
ond audience was estim ated at 20,- 
000. 
President Roosevelt paid an appro­ 
priate and eloquent tribute to tile life 
and services of the late Secretary of 
State John 
Hay. 
He followed 
this 
tribute w ith an estimate of the per­ 
sonal sacrifice Elihu Root had made 
in becoming Secretary Hay's succes­ 
sor in office. 
The exam ple of these 
two men was not entirely unique, as 
the president indicated in reference

made to other

of his 
cabinet, whic h enabled him to point a 
mo.-st elft < t h e moral. 
President Roosevelt^ references to
